RUN ON A BANK 


SU 
Louis 
Savings 
Depos itors Felt 


Alarm for T h eir Funds . 
St. Louis, Oct. 28.—From shortly be­ 
fore I o’clock until the closing hour, 
3 o’clock, y esterday , runs were made 
on the savings dep artm ents of three 
banks of St. Ijouis, and at the same 
tim e more than the ordinary amount 
of withdrawals by savings dep ositors 
were noticeable in the other banking 
institutions. The run, so far as it can 
bs traced, was started by a disquieting 
rumor from the outside that seemed to 
strike St. Ixwis shortly after noon, to 
the effect that the savings institutions 
here were unsound, and like a p rairie 
fire it sp read in a flash through the 
streets and different mercantile ©stab 
lishm snts whose emp loy es rep resent 
the majority of savings dep ositors. 
With a rush the corridors of the Lin 
coin Tru st comp any , the Mercantile 
comp any and the Mississip p i Valley 
Tru st comp any were filled with men 
and women all eager to withdraw their 
money . 
The scene in any one bank 
was dup licated in the other two. 
A 
line of p eop le with bank-books in their 
hands and faces eagerly scanning the 
little barred windows of the bank tel­ 
lers, stretched out Into the street and 
intermingled were p olicemen and bank 
officials counselling calmness and giv­ 
ing assurances of solvency . 
It Is stat­ 
ed that the rumor that started the run 
came from Chicago and was to the 
effect that two directors of the Missis­ 
sip p i Valley Tru st comp any had re­ 
cently endeavored to negotiate a loan 
of $ 2,000,000 in that city and had been 
refused. 
This rumor has been p ro­ 
nounced an absolute canard by the di­ 
rectors concerned. 
As soon as the runs started all other 
business was laid aside and every fa­ 
cility was afforded .or the p romp t p ay ­ 
ment of dep osits. 
The clause which 
gives the hank the p rivilege of with­ 
holding p ay ment until sixty day s after 
notification, was waived and amounts 
were p aid rap idly regardless of their 
size. There was no disorder m anifest­ 
ed at any of the institutions, and in 
many cases dep ositors who had hu r­ 
ried to withdraw amounts dep arted 
without their money , after having con­ 
versed a few moments with the offi­ 
cials and been made confident that the 
bank would continue to do business. 
At the Missouri Trust comp any a 
number of dep ositors had collected to 
demand p ay ment, hut the crowd soon 
thinned out. and before 3 o’clock the 
incip ient, run had ceased. 
Presidents 
of the different national hanks assem­ 
bled during the afternoon and issued 
a statem ent that the haul s of St. Ix» uis 
are all p erfectly solvent and amp ly 
able to liquidate all demands. 
All the banks closed at 3 o’clock, the 
usual dosing hour, and op ened today 
at the usual hour. IO o’clock, p rep ared 
to meet all demands.

Sp anish City Suffering From a General 


Strik e. 
Bilboa, Sp ain. Ort. 28.—M artial law 
has been p roclaimed here

The machine tjy which railway tick­ 
ets are printed gives a very amusing 
little show of intelligence, or what 
looks to be very like it. Railway tick 
eta are not, as might be supplied, 
printed in large sheets and afterw ard 
cat up. 
The cardboard is cut Into tickets first 
and printed one by one afterw ard. The 
little blank cards tire put in a pile in a 
kind of perpendicular spout, aud the 
machine slips a bit of metal tinder 
neath the bottom of the spout aud 
pushes out the lowest ticket iu the pile 
to be printed and consecutively num­ 
bered. 
“It is no use try ing to print a ba d 
ticket.” say s the attendant. "The ma­ 
chine finds out an tmperfeet blank in 
an Instant and flatly refuses to have 
any thing to do with it. 
Ltn» k here.” 
He tears off the cottier of one of the 
bits of card and puts it into the spout 
with the others, and y ou watch to see 
what happens. 
One by one the blank cards are 
pushed out to the printing part of the 
mechanism with swiftness and preci­ 
sion until the mutilated ticket gets to 
the 
bottom 
and 
tries 
to smuggle 
through. 
On the instant the machine stops 
dead and refuses to budge again until 
somebody comes and removes the im­ 
postor. 
Pull out the damaged ticket, and the 
mechanism will set briskly to work 
again.—Chambers’ Journal.
